Dear Money 


Within limits (somewhat narrow limits it 
may be) the money spent out of Ireland is in 
the end dear money ; the money spent at home 
tends to recoup itself in increased production 
and consumption, in expanding exports, in im- 
proved taxation. But because ‘the long 
run ” is sometimes too 1 
winded smal] farmers, we think it will not do 
to ask too much of them in the name of 
national credit. If capital in Ireland is not 
content for a while with small returns; if 
labour cannot keep its claims near those of. 
our Continental competitors, that adverse 
trade balance will not rapidly improve. 

We think our farming friends will be unwise 
to export their mon r the very small gains 
we have heard of lately iu regard to some of’ 
the essential commodities of farming. They 
may thereby be merely feeding the with a 
bit of his tail (cooked, perhaps, and so dis- 
guised to resemble meat!) but the fact that 
they are producers who must buy raw material 
cheap should not be forgotten by those whose 
duty it is to provide it. National prosperity 
demands national economy. But it must not 
ask agriculture to buy dear and sell cheap. 


FERMANAGH FARMERS IN 
DISTRESS. 


The tenants on 27 townlands on the Madden 
estate. Rosslea, Co. Fermanagh, have sent a 
memorial to Sir James Craig appealing for 
relief. They say there was a partial failure 
of the potato oop in 1923, and a total failure 
of the potato and oat, crops in 1924. A limited 
number of farmers have sufficient tubes for 
next year's seed requirements, not to speak 
of food, and none of the oats is suitable for 
seed. ey say to procure the necessaries of 
life in the spring and summer the only course 
open is to sell the cattle off their farms. The 
want of fuel has worsened the position. To 
enable them to pay their rents it was sé 
gested that the Northern Government shou 
come to their assistance by providing suitable 
work. 

This memorial was read at a meeting of the 
Fermanagh Co. Council, and the chairman, 
Mr. James Cooper, M.P., said that when it 
was sent on to the Prime Minister it should 
be stated that, ding the decision of the 
Boundary Commission, they could not give re- 
lief by borrowing money to make new roads.

The timber should in all 
cases be creosoted under steam pressure before 
erection: Most silos have this done by the 
makers, but not all. 

For experimental purposes silage can be 
made in stacks or in old buildings. It is 
hard to keep the air out, although careful 
tramping and ng have enabled some 
peo fe to turn out excellent silage without any 
a "é equipwent at all.

It is used by the Department as a dépét for 
stallions, bulls, boars and rams. These 
animals, bred on the Department’s various 
farms or purchased in Ireland or Great Britain, 
are located at the Chantilly Stud Farm pre- 
distributed for breeding pur- 
poses in districts where their services are re- 
quired, Thoroughbred stallions suitable for 
crossing with our Irish draught mares for the 
production of hunters and other light horses 
are aired by the Department and kept at 
Chantil prior to their sale in suitable dis- 
tricts. The dépót is also used for the col- 
lection and distribution of Irish draught 
horses. Three such sires recently acquired 
are—Truant, by Junior—Hasty ight ; 
Americus Boy, by Corcyra—Lady Josephine, 
by Sundridge; and Pavilion, a French-bred 
horse by Verw Roselys, by Flying Fox. 
Americus Boy is a half-brother to the Aga 
Khan’s famous sprinter, Mumtaz Mahl. These 
mdicate the type of sire which the Department 
are anxious to encourage. 
There is also at Chantilly a small herd of 
choice igree shorthorns, the young bulls 
from which are distributed throughout the 
Saorstat as premium sires. The pick of 
these young bulls, bred from high-class strains, 
are leased at reasonable fees - the Depart- 
ment to owners of pure bred herds for use as 
stock bulls. By this means owners of small 
herds are enabled to acquire at a reasonable 
cost the services of high-class sires. Two 
stock bulls are kept there—Collyrie Regal 
Lavender, which is now ten years old, 
stock. The second 
bull, Roan Baron Crocus, bred by Mr. Frede- 
rick Wrench, is also proving himself an 
excellent stock-getter and a worthy successor 
to his celebrated sire, Red Baron. 

With a view to keeping the pastures fresh, 
and also for purposes of profit, a small flock 
of typical Galway ewes for the production of 
early lambs is maintained. 

The farm is under the management of 
Captain H. R. Rose, who has been in charge 
for over twenty-five years.

MAIN PROVISIONS AP 
SENA’ 


PROBLEM OF ROAD 


When the Free State Senate met yester- 
day Lord Glenavy said that four nomina- 
tions had been received for the vacancy 
that was caused by the resignation «1 
Colonel Sir Hutcheson Poe. None of the 
nominations, however, was in order. 

It was decided that new nomination 
papers could be received up to Tuesday 
next, and that the nominations should 
take place the next day. 

When the Local Government Bill came 
up for second reading the House expressed 
approval of ifs main provisions. Over one 
hundred amendments will be moved on the 
Committee stage. The Live Stock Breeding . 
Bill also passed the second stage. 


NOMINATIONS. 
FOUR RECEIVED, BUT ALL 
OUT OF ORDER. 


The Chairman (Lord Glenavy) said that a 
difficulty had arisen as to the election of a 
Senator in the room of Colone! Sir Hutcheson 
Poé, resigned. As a matter of fact, no candi- 
date had been duly nominated, although 

purporting to be nominations had been 
lodged in the Clerk's office on behalf of four 
candidates. One purported to nominate the 
Earl of Ossory, but, as he would not be thirty 
five — of age until April, he was not 
ualified. Sir Walter Nugent had withdrawn 
is nomination on the ground that his duties 
to certain companies of which he was a mem- 
ber wuuld not leave him time to attend to the 
dutics of a Senator. A paper had been 
received on behalf of Sir Simon Maddock. and 
every irregularity that could be committed 
had been committed in connection with that 
nomination. (Laughter.) 

Under the Standing Orders the full name 
and qualifications of the candidate should be 
stated, and the consent of the candidate. in 
writing, and promising that he would act if 
elected should accompany the nomination 

per. In the case of Sir Simon Maddock a 
etter was received from Senator Gogarty pur- 
porting to nominate him, but no address was 
given and no qualification of the candidate 
was stated; nor was it accompanied by his 
consent and a promise to act, if he was elected. 
There was no opportunity of rectifving the 
mistake, because Senator Gogarty had left the 
country immediately, and the Clerk could not 
get into communication with him. The fourth 
nomination was that of Dr. Douglas Hyde, 
and that was defective in two particulars. It 
failed to give any address or any qualification. 

Consequently, under the Standing Orders. if 
the matter stood over till next Wednesday. he 
(the Chairman) would he compelled to inform 
the House that he had not received any 
nomination. Technically and legally, he 
thought, the election had proved abortive. 
The question for the House to consider was 
whether the Standing Orders should he sna. 
pended, so that the time for receiving nomina- 
tions could be extended up to Wednesday 
next, or whether they should proceed de nuvo 
with the election.

Free State Finance. 


The Free State revenue returns for che 
period which ended on January 17th en- 
courage the hope that Mr. Blythe may be 
hable to balance his Budget after all. 
Revenue has been coming in at a great rate 
during the last few months, and already 
Mr. Blythe's original estimates are within 
sight of achievement. In the Free State, 
as in Britain, the last. quarter of the 
financial year is invariably the best from 
the point of view of revenue returns, and, 
if it should prove to be even as good as 
the quarters which preceded it, the Budget 
estimates probably will be surpassed. 
Customs and Excise both show improve- 
ment. The estimates for these two great 
sources of national revenue were 
£7,789,000 and £7,744,000 respectively, 
and the actual sums which have been 
realised amount to £6,204,000 for Customs 
and £6,435,000 for Excise. Other depart- 


th case of income. tax, Mr. Blythe 
budgetted for a round £5,000,000. More 
than £4,000,000 have been collected 
already, and there is hardly any doubt 
that by the end of next March the esti- 
mate will have been exceeded by a con- 
siderable sum. Miscellaneous receipts 
already have yielded £1,026,658 out of 
an estimate of £1,202,000 ; corporation tax 
has produced £193,000, while stamps, 
motor taxes and estate duties all seem to 
be in a more or less flourishing condition. 
Mr. Blythe has been able, so far at 
any rate, to keep his outgoings well within 
the limits of his income, and the nations 
balance-sheet is beginning to look distinctly 
less gloomy than it looked a year ago. 
Nevertheless, it would be absurd to pre- 
tend that the Free State’s finances are on a 
sound footing. Although our national 
revenue bears an appearance of prosperity, 
it really represents an unwarranted impost 
on the people s purse. Money is being pa.. 
in taxes that ought to be devoted to trade. 
The Government is swallowing up capital, 
which is the life’s blood of agriculture and 
industry, and the whole basis of our 
national finance is uneconomic. Mr. 
Blythe declared in a speech, last Sunday, 
that the Free State could not afford to 
maintain its income tax at five shillings 
in “e pound if Mr. Winston Churchill 
should decide to reduce the British figure 
below ite present -level of four and six- 
pence, We agree with him, but he ought to 
have gone further. The Free State cannot 
afford a five shilling income tax irrespec-

Prevention of Crime. 


The bank robbery at Drumshambo, in 
Country Leitrim, was a disquieting affair. 
I. the small hours of yesterday morning a 
body of armed men took possession of the 
little town. Their movements were un- 
hurried and deliberate. When the raiders 
who entered the National Bank house 
found that the keys of the safe were else- 
where some of them kept watch over tha 
manager, while others went to a clerk’s 
lodgings and secured the keys. Then they 
| robbed the bank of some £1,700; and at 
the same time, as it seems, members of the 
gang were plundering other premises in 
the town. The five hundred inhabitants 
of Drumshambo could do—6r, at any rate. 
did—nothing, and the unarmed Civic 
Guard appears to have been helpless. The 
raiders escaped with their.booty and are 
still at large. This was a bolder offence’ 
than the recent highway robbery of £4,000 
from another bank manager in the same 
district, and showed an even greater 
contempt for the forces of the law than 
the still more recent attack on the Bank 
of Ireland in St. Stephen's Green, Dublin. 
It cannot be said that law reigns in a 
country when three such crimes—as yet 
unpunished—have been committed within 
the space of a few months. The sanctions 
of the law, however, are the basis of all 
national progress, and, so long as lawless- 
ness exists anywhere, trade cannot prosper 
and capital will be shy of investments in 
the Free State. There is the danger, too, 
that every successful crime may provoke 
new challenges to the resources of order. 
At this time, when the national] credit is 
our chief asset and further public loans 
are in the air, the Government ought to 
take anxious stock of its means for the 
maintenance of law. It cannot be satisfied 
with the existing machinery, which, 
obviously, is defective in some important 
respects. There are criminals in. the 
country who are prepared, for ‘sufficiently 
large stakes, to offer open defiance to the 
Civic Guard. There are, it must be 
believed, dozens of other towns and villages 
which are as defenceless as Drumshambo 
against any resolute band of robbers. So 
long as these conditions exist property 
cannot be secure and the growth of public 
confidence in the stability of the Saorstat 
will be painfully slow. It must have 
occurred to many citizens that the Govern- 
ment is neglecting the possibilities of the 
National Army as an instrument for the 
prevention of crime. At present the troops 
ustially come on the scene of an outrage 
after the criminals have escaped. Surely 
some system could be devised to turn this 
force of fifteen thousand men, maintained 
at a cost of four millions a year, into an 
active and efficient agent of the law. A, 
»} conference on this subject between the 
Ministry of Justice, the Army authorities 
and the heads of the Civic Guard might 
be fruitful im good results. We suggest 
that garrisons might be distributed in 
such a way that, with an ample service oi 
motor cars and an improved supply of 
telegraphs and telephones, a small body of 
troops. could be brought swiftly to the 
help of every Civic Guard Station in the 
country. If criminals knew that troops 
would be on the scene within a quarter 
of an hour of the first alarm, the trade of 
robbe;y would lose its attractions. 


Cork’s Example. 


A meeting of the Cork Harbour Board 
yesterday decided, on the motion of the 
Lord Mayor, to summon a conference of 
representatives of industries for the dis- 
cussion of ways and means to improve 
trade. Some of the speakers sugyested 
that the economic depression in Cork had 
reached a critical stage; and, although 
their speeches were more alarming, per- 
haps, than the circumstances justified, it 
is satisfactory that a united effort will be 
made to promote a revival] of prosperity. 
We should like to see Cork’s example 
followed out the country. It is 
the duty of the National Government to 
assist industry with all the powers of the 
State; but business men must come 
together for consultation and common

Merchant ships of nearly fifty million 
tons have been built in the past fifteen 


steel and iron ships and motor ships 
amounted, in 1914, to about 42,500,000 
tons; but today the figure stands at 
57,500,000 tons. ‘‘ Tankers’’ and motor 
ships account for the greater part of the 
increased tonnage now afloat. In keeping 
this enormous tonnage of merchant vessels 
replenished British industry will retain 
its pre-eminent position only if a lowering 
of taxation enables British firms to com- 
pete on equal terms with their foreign 
rivals.

TASK: 


MORE SHOWERS 
TO-DAY. 


SUTCLIFFE CAUGHT 
AT 155. 


The start of the sixth day of the third 
Test match finds the issue still in the 
balance. 

There is no information of the condition 
of the injured players apart from the fact 
that Arthur Gilligan was unable to field. 
Tate must have recovered to some extent, 
for he is returned as having bowled ten 
overs. The same may be said of Woolley, 
who bowled seventeen overs for four 
wickets at a cost of 77, and who shared 
with Kilner the seven Australian wickets 
which fell on Wednesday. 

Much depends on the condition of the 
wicket and on the not-outs, Sutcliffe (56)

keeper, in the face of some criticism, 1t 
may well be that in this crucial innings 
he will give Sutcliffe that support which 
hitherto wr furnished by Hobbs. 

Twenty-one runs had been added to the 
overnight total when Sutcliffe was caught 
by Ponsford off Mailey’s bowling, having 
added only three runs to his total. Whysall 
during that time had scored 19.

It 
was, he said, one thing to be on a gold stan- 
dard, with gold finding a natural level; but 
it was quite another to be on a gold standard 
which was pulled hither and tither by Ameri- 
can interests, at their dictation. 

The Board of Trade returns for December 
showed that the total of 'inen piece of 
all kinds exported last month was 9,050.000 
square yards, valued at £736,195. i 
makes a total yardage for the 
110,793.68, valued at £8,444,799. hile the 
value.of the goods exported is higher than it 
was ten years ago, it iá a disconcerting fact 
that the actual yardage output is much less.

AMERICAN ATTITUDE, 


The Senate this morning passed, without 
debate, a resolution requesting the State De- 
partment to transmit a copy of the Paris 
agreement as to the allocation of reparation 
annuities, together with such information 
affecting the circumstances surrounding the 
negotiation and execution of the agreement as 
may bé pertinent to a full understanding of 
its terms, states Zhe JZ'imes Washington 
Correspondent in a message yesterday. The 
circumstances referred to are, of course, the 
reported attempt of Mr. Kellogg to secure by 
an amendment a limitation of American re- 
fren ó under the agreement. and in the 

ebate which is to come this story, which 
the Administration has been unable or un- 
willing to deny, will be the point of departure 
for the charge that the United States is,mow 
immersed in the stagnant pool of European 
politics. The situation of the irreconcilable 
group and of their most expert sharpshooter, 
the former Ambassador in London, Mr. 
Harvey, of the Washington Post, is not, as 
i matters stand, altogether happy. Fhey object 
to the method used in securing a promise of 
payment of the sums due to the United 
States, but they have not proposed any 
alternative means. They leave it to be 
assumed that they would be willing to see 
America lose the money involved rather than 
accept any responsibility for its collection, 
however shadowy, but the present mdod of 
Congress and the country is very far from 
one of willingness to make a financial 
sacrifice, and they know it. 


SPANISH ATTACK ON ANJERA

In a message from Tangier yesterday The 
Times Correspondent says:—Three Spanish 
warships in the Strait of Gibraltar and many 
aeroplanes are bombarding and bombing to- 
day the thatch villages of the Anjera 
coast. Spanish troops at the same time are 
reported to be ing along the Spanish 
side of the frontier of the international zone, 
‘with the object of reaching the sea and the 
eventual occupation of Alcazar Seguir, the 
Spanish post on the shore of the Strait which 
was captured by the tribesmen at the begin- 
ning of the Anjera revolt.

They could not relinquish 
the work they had taken up, in the same way 
that a doctor could not abandon a patient 
before his vwotal cure. 

He expressed the hope of reaching a solu- 
tion of the Morocco problem in a few weeks. 
Then the moment would have come to think 
over a real political programme—not in the 
sense understood to-day, but in that of a 
synthesif of the express and unanimous will 

the country. 

In cénsuring the old politics, he continued, 
I am alluding to the system. I have no in- 
tention of casting obloquy on persons. The 
politicians of yesterday must to-day wait, in 
prudent and atrioti¢ silence, for us to 
elaborate our and look on respectfully 
at the work we are doing, the sole object of 
which is to remedy old Vices, morbid cravings, 
and traditional evils.—(Reuter.)

We have received the following account 
of his voyage round Cape Horn from Mr. 
Conor O’Brien, master .of the tiny ketch, 
Saoirse, which has. entered on the last 
stage of its adventurous tour of the world. 
His letter was posted in Port Stanley, 
capital of the Falkland Islands, which is 
“ this side '” of Cape Horn; but it is so 
remote from the ordinary mail routes that 
the letter had to go back to Sydney en 
route to Dublin. 

Mr. O’Brien’s voyage has been described 
by himself stage by stage, in the /rish 
Times, and his story is one of the most 
romantic tales of our times. He set out 
from Kingstown in June, 1923, in his frail 
little craft, which officially is only eleven 
tons, intending to reach New Zealand in 
time to climb Mount Cook before 
Christmas. His idea then was to come 
straight back to Kingstown ma the ~ seer 

The initial st of the journey consti 
a chapter of ecdeuth:. Madeira was reached 
safely, but then the Saoirse met heavy 
weather in the Atlantic, with the result that 
ite mainmast got damaged, and Mr. O’Brien 
had to run right off his course to Pernam- 
Luco, where he was delayed for a considerable 
time. The e to Cape Town was un- 
eventful, but more time was spent on shore 
than Mr. O’Brien had intended, and he ex- 
perienced a certain amount of trouble with 
the two members of his 'crew” whom he 
had signed on in Dublin. 

A few days out from Cape Town, just as 
Mr. O’Brien was preparing to run. down his 
Easting—the most hazardous portion of the 
whole trip—he met with further difficalties. 
In the first place, his water became con- 
taminated sail his meat supplies — to 
go bad, and, in the secon lace, he en- 
countered such fearful storms that he had to 
leave ‘us course again and make for Durban. 
Here his ecew and he ed company and 
he had great difficulty in finding successors, 
Finally, he got away and reached Melbourne 
after a perilous voyage, but no sooner had he 
cast anchor than his crew left him. 

He remained for some time in Australia, 
trying to sign on a third crew, and eventually 
got to New Zealand, where, to his grea’ 
chagrin, he found that he was too late to 
climb Mount Cook. He decided, however, to 
complete his original itinerary, and, in order 
to fill up the time between his arrival» at 
Auckland and the earliest date at which he 
could attempt to round the Horn with any 
hope of success, he took a trip in the Saoirse 
to the Friendly Islands, a coral group in the 
South Pacific. When the satel authorities 
heard of his plan they asked him to carry the 
mails, 

This task performed, Mr. O’Brien returned 
to New Zealand, and nothing more was heard 
from him until early in December, when the 
Irish Times received news from Port Stanle 
that the Saoirse had arrived safe and sd, 
.baving navigated Cape Horn without mishap. 
Now the end of this Odyssey is at hand. Mr. 
O’Brien, if all goes well, will drop anchor at 
Kingstown in the near future, and an Irish 
sailor will have performed a feat that is 
worthy of the finest traditions of the sea, and 
was conceived in the spirit of the great 
Elizahethan adventurers. 

It is interesting to note that, although the 
Saoirse was flying the ensign of the Royal 
Irish Yacht Club, Mr. O’Brien “ showed the 
flag ” of the Free State in the remotest parts 
of the globe for the first time. 

Mr. Conor O’Brien is a half-brother of Mr. 
Dermod O’Brien, D.L., President of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy, and served with distinc- 
tion as a @aval officer during the war. He is 
an architect by profession.

CREW OF TWO IRISHMEN AND

November 22, 1924. 

That was the last of New Zealand; that 
mean little lump on the Western horizon. 
Our departure was by no means so spectacular 
as our lendfall, the magnificent snow-capped 
cone of Mount Egmont. At one time | 
might have said that this was typical . of 
New Zealand; that it 1s a showy place that 
does not improve on closer acquaintance, and 
turns its back on you when you are leaving ;

‘There 
ought to a cheering crowd on the quay, 
rn “ó a double use oí their pocket handker- 
chiefs, and a gay show of bunting from the 
vessel's spars. We weighed no anchor, for 
we were moored alongside. 

The only sound heard was the captain's 
voice: “ Let go forward! ’’—this was a bight 
and came off easily. ‘Jib and staysail 
halyards! Let go aft!’’—this one’ jammed. 
‘‘Ig there no one on shore that will cast off 
that atern-line?"’ (We had to haul in all we 
could and cut it—at two o'clock on a fine 
afternoon. ) 

TWO IRISHMEN IN THE CREW. 

It was not much of a send-off. The kind 
of friends we made were for the most part 
the kind that are only friends as long as 
we were spending money in their company. 
I ought? to have forgotten all that by now; 
but for the first fortnight I was counting 
every hour as five miles further from New 
Zealand rather than five miles nearer home. 
But now I am reckoning up the distance to 
Cape Horn; I am studying charts and sailing 
directions of Tierra del Fuego; I am looking 
to see if 1 have any clothes fit to go ashore 
in at Montevideo; and I am wondering 
whether it would not be more prudent to 
make Foynes my next port rather than 
Dublin, as the in the latter 1 might be 
arrested on the grounds of public decency. 

This is ndt the first time I have been home- 
ward bound. When we léft Melbourne we 
cleared for Dublin, intending to spend we | a 
couple of days in New Zealand to complete 
with stores and water; and we left Picton 
not very much behind scheduled time, and 
still with the same clearance.

The s breeze died under a pall of leaden 
cloud, and the seas, over which we had for so 
long danced with scornful ease, ran this way 
and that, their crests gathered up here and 
there into dirty grey pyramids (for even the 
water put on mourning for the occasion) which 
collapsed from time to time with a lifeless 
thud on our decks. 

The ship rolled sullenly, the gear slammed 
and creaked; it was new music to us aftér 
the cheerful noise of a quick and easy R 
A Cape Horn calm has been described by 
abler pens than mine; but they were. winter 
calms, and this day wanted but three weeks 
to midsummer. There is a difference: in the

So for some hours we tossed about, till the | $

O, the luxury of knowing that one will not 
in any circumstances have to get up before 
one wants to! - Well, I suppose such a cir- 
<cumstance as a gale severe enough to blow 
away all our sails might compel us to mess. 
about with sea-anchors and such like, but we 
do not care to contemplate these things, 

In any case, the gale did not come along. 
At some time during the night—this was the 
only occasion on which my log frankly omits 
the customary four-hourly record of wind and 
weather, barometer and thermometer (the 
latter being supposed to give warning of the 
proximity of icebergs)—at some time durin 
the night the wind shifted to the southward, 
falling very light. 

When the steward brought me my morning 
tea—in my bunk, ye gods, and not on deck— 
_ with extraordinary self-restraint I did not ask 
him how the ship was heading. Indeed, it 
did not much matter; for the wind was so 
light that even when I discovered that we 
were moving in the direction of Valparaiso 
we were i” : so slowly that I adjourned 
the "will making more sail till after 
breakfast.

THE ACTION AGAINST 


MESSRS. VICKERS. 
Sir Vincent Caillard, chairman of the board 
of directors of Vickers, Ltd., gave evidence 
yesterday at the resumed hearing of the action 
brought against Messrs..

Mr. A. Horgan (Chairman), and afterwards 
the Lord Mayor, presided at the meeting of 
Cork Harbour Board last evening. 

The Lord Mayor moved :—‘‘ That, in view 
of the critical state of trade in our city, we 
are of opinion that a meeting of representa- 
tives of the various industries affected should 
be called to discuss ways and means to bring 
about an immediate improvement.” 

He was afraid, he said, that the time had

rk should admit that things reached a 
very low level industrially. They might 
have different opinions as to the cause of the 
downfall in trade, but they should all view 
with regret the position that they were in 
to-day. Cork was almost in the tion of 
being wrecked for good and all. ere were 
reasons why some of them did not come out 
publicly and make some effort before.

He would like to have a conference re- 
presentative in the widest sense, to include 
not only representatives of the various in- 
dustries and labour, but any individual pre- 
pared to work unselfishly for the next five 
or ten years in the interest of the city.

HOUSES ON WHEELS.

PUBLIC HEALTH ACT APPLIES TO 


THEM. 

The King’s Bench Divisional Court, 
London, yesterday, laid down that a railway 
carriage on wheels in a field came within 
the Public Health Act. 

A Mr. Keeling, placing fourteen of these 
carriages in a large field near Wirral, they 
were occupied by families who could not 
obtain other homes. The local authorities 
objected to these structures unless plans were 
deposited, and, Mr. Keeling, declining to 
submit plans, was summaned and convicted. 
Appealing against this, his counsel said that 
the vans were on wheels, could be moved, 
and were not permanent. The most they 
could be called was vehicles, and, as such, 
they did not come under the Act. 

Giving the Court’s judgment dismissing 
the appeal, the Lord Chief Justice said that 
the ingenuity of mankind was infinite, and it 
was to be expected that every sort of artifice 
would be exercised to evade the stringency of 
the enactment: The question was whether 
that ingenuity . ad been sufficient. The struc- 
ture was moveable; but had not been moved. 
It appeared that there was no intention to 
move it, nad the local justices were entitled 
to look to the intention and to all circum- 
stances in coming to their decision. 
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
